There 
are now 69 patients suffering from the 
disease in the various hospitals. 


A Talk WItb leytU. 


Paris, March 9.—Dr. Leyds, the Boer 


diplomatic agent in Europe, says in an 
nterview that the Boers would be will- 
ing to consider terms of peace if ad- 
dressed to them as free citizens,-pro- 
vided the terms proposed would per- 
mit "them to live in the enjoyment of 
ndependence under the protection 'Of 
3 rear Britain. 


He admits that the Boers have -been 


ilisappointed in the conduct of the Af- 
rikanders of Cape Colony, who have 
not given De Wet the assistance that 
was expected from them in his inva- 
sion of British territory, and Dr. 
Leyds leaves it to be inferred that the 
Afrikanders' 
attitude 
deprived the 


Boers of their last great hope of suc- 
cess, leaving them without any pros- 
pect of victory and opening the way 
for the peace negotiations. 


"But," he adds, "South Africa will 


never be permanently British." 


The Ice Trust Ca»e. 


Albany. March 9.—The American ice 


trust case will be argued before the 
court of appeals on the first motion 
day in April. The appeal is from a de- 
cision of the appellate division of the 
supreme court, third department, in 
declaring a part of the Donnelly anti- 
trust law to be unconstitutional. At- 
torney General Dories states that his 
department has completed tho prepara- 
tion of the case and will be ready to 
present arguments to the court of 
appeals in April.

'.Se first place, it is pointed^ out that a. 
nervous disposition to turn around in 
one's seat, glanca over one's shoulders 
and perhaps fumble the back hair is a 
coisnnou trait of many well bred as well 
as many ill bred folk. In the second 
place, it. is argued that in any large and 
well filled auditorium there will always 
be several persons so seated as to be look- 
ing, naturally and not by design, toward 
the spot where any individual may be. 
Consequently if the individual 
turns 


around and begins to survey the house he 
cannot fail to catch the eye of some one, 
who will thus appear to have singled him 
out. The muscles are always tinder more 
or less unconscious strain that calls for 
some sort of motion to secure: relief. It 
is this that deludes a person into the belief 
that he '-must" turn about in his chair. 
Professor Titchener insists that such com- 
pulsion is no more mysterious than the 
disposition to turn one's ear so as better 
to catch a sound. 


That this Cornell person is a heartless 


wretch as well as a hardened skeptic is 
evident from the cold blooded way in 
which ho presents his final plea. He as- 
serts that he has experimented -with a lot 
of people that pretended to be sensitive to 
the gaze of other persons or to be able thus 
to influence other people. 
And he says 


that he invariably gets "negative results," 
by which he doubtless means that the 
sensitive folk cannot be persuaded to look 
around at the proper moment and in the 
right direction, and that those who lay 
claim to a special capacity for controlling 
others fail to control 'em. The goblins 
will catch Professor Titchener some night, 
"if he don't watch out."—New York 
Tribune.

In the forests of Saxony, Germany, are 


thousands of thatched huts in which dwell 
;he makers of the celebrated "French" 
dolls. Sot many years ago a traveler rid- 
ng through these noble forests might 
have seen drying in the sun before the 
queer houses thousands upon thousands— 
whole acres—of doll heads. That was in 
;he day of "composition" heads, but now 
;hc doll heads are manufactured of bisque 
.n the factories of Dresden and other 
cities, whither the peasant dollmakers 
;rudge each Saturday with big baskets 
piled full of beautiful new dolls, taking 
jack to their pitifully poor homes the 
alauk heads, wigs, kids for the bodies, 
aands and feet and other parts to be used 
in the next week's work. 


The father works daily in the forests, 


and all the rest of the family engage 
heartily in the work of dollnmking. The 
good wife tints the cheeks, paints the eye- 
brows, adjusts the wig and makes the tiny 
shoes. The boys fasten the jointed limbs 
together, stuff and cover the body and get 
it ready for dressing, while little Gretchcn 
makes the wee stockings and the prim 
muslin 'skirt in which the lady dolls cross 
the great ocean to the shops in the big 
cities of America, where Santa Claus goes 
each year to buy his dells. 


All through the rainy season the father 


also sits about the fireside working with 
his family. On Friday night the faithful 
fran packs the dolls in large shallow 
baskets and prepares a lunch of bread and 
cheese, for the Saturday's journey is long, 
and Hans may have to carry his basket 20 
miles or more before he roaches the village 
or town where the commission merchant 
lives who is to buy his wares. Hans is 
very proud if he is paid at the rate- of 1 
murk a day (about 25 cents) for bis dolls, 
but if ho be paid at the rate of 1J£ marks 
a day (37 cents) 011 account of having 
brought in some especially fine dolls his 
heart is so light and his hopes so high that 
ho sings all the way home as he carries 
his basket of "blanks," kids and curled 
hair.—Gentlewoman.

Varied Career of the Distinguished 


Courtier and Adventurer. 


Raleigh's day of days was at the sack of 


Cadiz in 1596. It was Raleigh -who over- 
bore the timid counsels of Lord Thomas 
Howard, crying out to Lord Esses: "En- 
tramos! Entramos!" a permission so ac- 
ceptable to the gallant young earl that he 
threw his hat into the sea for sheer joy. 
Then Raleigh betook him to his ship and 
led the van under the batteries and right 
into the harbor. 
YThen his vessel, shat- 


tered by shot, was on the point of sinking, 
he lefc it to enter Essex's ship, and, 
though wounded severely by a splinter, 
had himself carried on shore and lifted on 
to a horse to charge with Essex against 
the Spanish army. Of the sea fight Hak- 
luyt says: 
" "What manner of fight this was and 


with what courage performed and with 
what terror to the beholder continued, 
where so many thundering tearing peeces 
wore for so long a time discharged. I leave 
it to the Reader to thiuke and imagine." 
Of the chai-go on shore he tells us: "The 
time of the day was very hot and faint, 
and the way was all of dry deepo slyding 
saud in a manner, and beside that, very 
uneven. But the most famous Earle, -with 
his valiant troopes, rather running in 
deedo in good order, then marching, has- 
tened on them with such unspeakable cour- 
age and celerity, as within one honres 
space and lesse the horsemen were all dis- 
comforted and put to flight, their leader 
being strooken downe at the very first en- 
counter, whereat the footmen, being won- 
derfully dismayed and astonished at the 
unexpected manner of the Englishmen's 
kinde of such fierce and resolute fight, rc- 
tyrcd themselves with all speed possible 
that they could." 


We know the story of Sir Walter Raleigh 


but too well—his cruel imprisonment, his 
more cruel liberation to save his life by 
accomplishing the impossible and his 
most cruel execution on a warrant signed 
15 years earlier. He knew all that is to 
be known of success and failure, of courts 
and treachery, of sea fights and assaults 
on cities, of treasure islands and tempests 
and long marches in tangled forests.— 
Fortnightly Review. 


Host Difficult of All SyMte:us to 


quire Kxcoyt tlse CUInese. 


English spelling is tlic isoit unsystem- 


atic and then-fore the most, dif.k-ult of ail 
ry»to::is to scqv.:re, escant the Chinese. 
The French has not a complete alphabet 
to represent, ail its sounds hi :i simple and 
systematic manner, but the French use 
iho incomplete and defective Roman al- 
phabet much more consistently than we. 
The object of writing is to cosivoy thought. 
An ideal system would allow cf the con 
reyauce of thought with the le.ist expendi- 
ture of energy on the part of both writer 
and render. 


The sounds of the spoken language 


should be represented by the simplest, 
tnosc complete and most: logical system. 
There are in English 40 distinct sounds; 
•10 distinct letters are needed to represent 
them. With such a system the intermina- 
ble difficulty of learning to spell would 
disappear, the rime spent in printing and 
writing unnecessary letters would be saved , 
and tho learning of the language by chil- 
dren and foreigners would be greatly fa- 
cilitated. There is no valid objection to 
phonetic spelling except the difficulty of 
introducing it. The etymological objec- 
tion is unworthy of serious consideration. 


The etymology, for example, of "soph- 


ism" (which, by the way, does not import 
a wise saying) resides in the real word, 
not in its spelling. Any one who knows 
tho history of the -word would associate. 
that history with it, however is might be 
spelled. The Philological association fa- 
vors phonetic spelling. It is. of course, 
impossible to make so radical a change at 
once, but it does not follow that the bene- 
fits of phonetic spelling, the metric, system 
or any other great improvement will come 
to iis in the surest and best way by simply 
leaving the matter to chance. There is a 
tendency to shorten spelling, but the bene- 
fits to be derived from improvement are 
so great that definite action should be 
taken to secure them early and to make 
the changes in the way that will be most 
beneficial. Changes for better and for 
worse will continue to come'•by chance as 
they have come in tho past, but chance 
change in so important a matter as the 
language of the most enlightened and 
most progressive people of the world 
should not be satisfactory.—Self Culture.

THEY BEEED LUNACY 


OANGEROUS HABITS THAT MAY DRIVE 


ONE INSANE. 


Little Trick* Tfc*i A** Liable «• De-

)lBd«e«* »»* It" KenBlt. 
It was Horace, tbe old Latin poet, who 


proclaimed tbe really happy man to be bo 
who understood tbe causes of things. 
And if tbis be true of anything it is true 
of insanity. We are all of us liable, by 
pursuing certain lines of conduct, to be- 
come mad, and it is important that people 
should know exactly what those lines of 
conduct axe. 


Thews is s far too prevalent notion that 


it needs an overwhelming disaster to 
throw a sound man off his mental bal- 
ance, and that, given health and brains, 
one can afford to be very careless with 
them. As a matter of actual fact, how- 
ever, a man's mental health may be upset, 
as can his physical, by an accumulation 
of little things, trifling in themselves, but 
in the aggregate sufficient to make bin a 
positive danger to-society. 


And anjong- these '-little things" are 


habits. It seems really dreadful to reflect 
that there arc some two dozen of these 
which, perfectly innocent, will neverthe- 
less, if adopted, render one insane, but it 
is so. 


First of all there is the reckoning 


mania. Its effects are far worse than the 
name implies, though its beginnings are 
of the slightest. 


In the first stage the person is seized 


with a desire to count something. 
It 


may even commence with his checking 
the number of paces he is taking or by his 
adding up too many columns of figures. 


Then, as the Jhabit grows, his state gets 


worse and worse. He can do nothing, 
say nothing, think nothing without this 
terrible desire to count coming over him. 
It is impossible for him to follow any 
occupation, and his conversation is con- 
stantly interrupted by his attempting to 
add something up, no matter what, if it 
is only the pieces of furniture in the room. 


Very frequently it is, not. till ;the last 


and most acute - stage'" that "the' "patient 
goes to see the doctor. 
3?hen, as a rule, 


something very extraordinary happens 
The patient commences to stat-c his com- 
plaint and then breaks off hurriedly 
"Excuse me a moment," he says, anc1 
then when the physician notices ~that thi 
number of buttons on his waistcoat arc 
being counted he knows he has a "reck 
oner" to deal with. 


The fact that the reckoning mania if 


almost incurable and that its beginning^ 
arc so exceedingly slight should make one 
doiibly cautious of contracting it. 
Tht 


patient will count everything, from chim 
ney pots to raindrops, and his mind if 
always in a ferment of reckoning. 


Another habit mania, and ono a great 


man contracted—to wit, Dr. Johnson—it 
tha tapping mania. 
"With him it took tht 


form of tapping every post he passed with 
his walking stick, just as with the greai 
Napoleon the reckoning mania causet 
him to count the houses in the streets hi 
drove through, two by two. 


Unfortunately, however, we have not 


all the energy of will and robustness oi 
mind of these two Titans, and the result if 
that with ordinary mortals the tapping 
mania is apt to have terrible results. 


The lengths to which it will carry a 


man it is positively awful to contemplate 
Should it ha~ppen that he omits to tap 01 
touch the object as he passes by it he will 
return to do so, and he ends by tapping 
every object of that kind that ho sees. 


The face that once a man's mind gets in 


the habit of dwelling on one idea or be 
comes obsessed by it be is extremely liable 
to go mad is illustrated -by an extraordi 
nary case that, were it not vouched for on 
unimpeachable scientific authority, one 
would reject as incredible. 


A well to do retired man of business 


m:idc a hnbit of noticing the face and 
features of almost every woman he came 
in conti ct with to see if she were pretty 
or not. So far did this mania go with 
him that on one occasion, when he had to 
take a, railway journey from London to 
Manchester, the fact that ho forgot to dis- 
cover what the London station barmaid 
was like so annoyed him that he actually 
traveled back to town to discover. This 
is the clearest case on record of a man go- 
ing mad from hnbit. 


There is a well substantiated case of a 


man •who, imbued with the notion that 
13 was an unlucky number, could not 
keep it out of his calculations. Every- 
thing he saw, everything he was engaged 
in, seemed to him to suggest the fatal 
number until at last melancholia of the 
most pronounced kind rendered iim unfit 
to lie nt large 
"' ' 


If you have over, visited a lunatic asy- 


lum, you will have, found at least one 
lunatic who persists in walking round and 
round a more or less accurate circle. 
And if you had been able to trace out the 
causa of his insanity you would have 
found out most probably that ho went 
mad originally through his seeing some 
circular motion and feeling impelled to 
imitate it. 


It might have even been that a hum- 


ming top caused him to get up and run 
round and round the -room or that he 
started to do so when playing with n little 
child. Too much waltzing has even been 
known to produce the samo mania in a 
mild form, and the habit of running, 
walking or even writing in circles, a form 
which has an extraordinary attraction for 
some people, is invariably attended with 
disastrous- results. 


But quite the most dangerous habit—of 


mind, that is—and one against which 
readers of this article should bo warned la 
tho fear of insanity, which, strangely 
enough, .frequently induces it.—English 
Magazine.

Present Hate. 


OFFICIAL NOTICES POSTED. 


fbey Announce Thai There Will Be 


Xo Reduction and That fcocal Dif- 


ferences Will Be AttjO 


at the Collicrlea. 


Hazleton, March 9.—The following 


notice has been posted at nil the Lc- 
hlgh Valley Coal company's collieries 
ia the Hazleton region: 


''The 10 per cent advance in wages 


and other concessions made by this 
company oa Nov. 1, 1900, as per no- 
tice posted, will be continued to April 
1, 1902. Local differences will he ad- 
justed with our employees at the re- 
spective collieries." 


The notice is signed 'by AV. A. La- 


throp, general superintendent of tin- 
Lehigh Valley Coal company. 


At Seranton General Superintendent 


Rose of the Delaware and Hudson 
Coal company has ordered tho posting 
of a notice at all the company's mines 
in the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
valleys to the effect that the present 
rate of wages paid to all mine employ- 
ees will continue iu force until April, 
1902. A Seranton dispatch says: 


"At the office of General Superin- 


tendent Loomis of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western company it was 
stated that a similar notice will he is- 
sued, and Captain May, general super- 
intendent of the Hillside Coal and Iron 
company (the Erie railroad's mining 
interests), said that his company will 
follow the action taken by tne others. 


_"The Pennsylvania Coal company 


and the Ontario" and Western Railroad 
company will also post notices the ear- 
ly part of next week." 


• A Shamokin dispatch says that at 
the 39 Philadelphia and Reading col- 
lieries also notices were posted contin- 
uing the 10 per cent advance in wages 
and other concessions made last Octo- 
ber until April 1,1902. 


All this is taken as an indication that 


the big coal producing companies will 
not—be represented at the Hazleton 
conference next week and that they 
are a unit in favor of letting the pres- 
ent-conditions remain, thus avoiding 
the possibility of a clash with the min- 
ers over the wages question. 


The Coining Conference. 


It is expected that about 500 dele- 


gates from the anthracite district will 
be in attendance at the conference. 
President Mitchell of the 
United 


Mine Workers and the members of the 
executive board will be here by Mon- 
day. 


The outcome of the convention, even 


what the miners will demand, cannot 
now be predicted with any degree of 
.certainty. Judging by what the min- 
ers say, they will be satisfied if the 
present" agreement is continued for 
another year. 
It is asserted that if 


the operators, however, attempt to en- 
force a reduction a strike will surely 
be declared. 


The operators are hardly in a posi- 


tion to court a strike, as the market is 
taking all the coal that is being mined, 
and no appreciable quantity has as yet 
been stored. The miners, on the othtn 
hand, have perfected their organization 
to such a degree that all but about 5 
per cent of the 100,000 mine workers 
in the anthracite region belong to the 
union. 


National Organizer James, speaking 


of the conference, says: 


"It would be the height of folly for 


any man to predict, the outcome. 
I 


would not like to venture an opinion, 
although I am personally inclined to 
the belief that all differences will bo 
adjusted amicably. The miners do not 
want a strike and will put forth every 
effort to avoid it. 
That has always 


been the policy of tbe organization. It 
is their policy now. A« to whether any 
of the operators will meet us in con- 
vention I am unable to say and know 
nothing only what I read in the- metro- 
politan papers. Much of that stuff is 
printed merely to harm the organiza- 
tion." 


Samuel D. Xeduy, who has boon in 


this region for sor.ie months organiz- 
ing local unions of various trades and 
who is the general organizer for the 
Federation of Labor, says: 


'•The coal matter interests me only so 


far as organization is concerned. From 
a careful view of the tield 1 would ven- 
ture the assertion that there will be no 
strike, but should a strike take place 1 
believe, with the American Federation 
of Labor behind the miners' organiza- 
tion, a victory could be won. If neces 
sary, $1,000,000 a week could be poured 
into the district to assist in winning 
the struggle."

In purifying the yellow oil about 25 per 
cent of it is separated in tho form of 
stearin, and the latter is employed in 
nuking candles, etc. 


From the Foap stock that comes from 


cottonseed oil there is likewise made n 
peculiar kind of wash powder. The soap 
itself made from the oil is used extensively 
l>y tho woolen mills of this and other 
countries, aud it -has teen found to be of 
tpccinl v.vlno in washing woolen goods, 
which docs not in,) arc them nor cause 
Shorn to shrink. 
After all, however, not 


much more tha.n one-third of the cotton- 
teed supply is at present u.scd for munu- 
Euctiiring oil and similar products.

last too long or too short—.say, eight to 
eight and a. half hours every rdght. 


Your voice should not bo hoarse, and 


you should be a stranger to sore throats 
Your appetite should not lie too great or 
too small, while yo' should not bo ft suf- 
ferer from hoadach -s, giddiness or neu- 
ralgia, aud, of course, you should uot have 
palpitations or Jointings or varicose vein-.. 


If you answer TO the above description, 


yon have neither diseai-e of tlui brain, 
spinal cord, heart, limits, liver, htomaeh, 
nitihrlcs or nerves, and you are in as per- 
fect health as it is pos&iblo for human bo- 
ingf. to be.
